Report on Battle Abbey. 

The Battle Abbey committee met to- 
night at the Baptist publication house. 
The most important matter taken up for 
consideration was the report of the com- 
mittee on the abbey. This will be sub- 
mitted ty the convention tomorrow for its 
action. The report of the committee shows 
that the treasurer has in hand neariy 
$106.000 in cash. In addition thereto 
there is the gift of the city of Richmond, 
$50,000; subscriptions collectable $10,000: 
balance due from Charles ‘Broadway 
Rouss $40,000. This latter qamount is pay- 
able any time. This makes the total 
money available for the erection of the 
abbey $206,000. The cimmittee is trying 
to raise $300,000, but the work can be- 
gin any time now with the money in 
hand. The exact date for the inaugura- 
tion of the work, however, has not bren 
decided.

Tribble and Southal had been sentenced 
to hard ijabor at the reservation for a 
serious infraction of the military rules. 
They were placed under Sentry William 
C. Wells. Yesterday morning Wells left 
the fort with his two prisoners. He was 
armed with a rifle and a belt filled with 
ioaded cartridges. When an officer made 
the rounds later in the tnorning he could 
not find the sentry and his two men. An 
alarm was given und a search begun. As 
the day wore on and the three missing 
men could not be found the fear was en- 
tertained that Wells had met with foul 
play. Marshal Ryan, with his blood- 
hounds, was sent for and he organized a 
party and took a hand in the search. 

Last night the marshal stated that 
had been over every foot of the woods 
for miles around the fort and had failed 
to get on any trail which his dogs could 
follow. 

“t is believed at the rort that Tribble 
and Southa! seized an opportunity, when 
the sentry was off his guard, and secured 
his gun and ammunition They cou'!d 
then have either forced Wells to go with 
them, and after getting far away- from 
the place have killed him. or they could 
have taken him to some station remote 
from the fort and then let him go. The 
murder theory is belleved because the 
deserters knew that If Wells returned to 
the fdvt he could quickly give the alarm 
and have them recaptured, and that 
would mean vears of penal servitude.

GEORGIA LEADS 
ALL THE SOUTH 


Smaller Percentage of Child 
Labor in Mills Than 
Other States. 


Washington, D. C., June 13.—(Special.) 
Georgia shows a smaller percentage of 
child labor in textile industries than 
any other southern state, according to 
the estimate of H. R. Sewall, Ph. D., 
and Edith R. Parsons. who have com- 
jiled a builetin on child labor. issued to- 
day by the census office. Regarding 
the employment of children in cotton 
mills the bulletin shows that of children 
under sixteen years of age there are em- 
poyed 193 in Georgia, 830 in Alabama. 
1,087 in MasSachusetts, 223 in New York, 
425 in North Carolina and (,160 in Penn- 
sylvania, 457 in New Jersey and 254 in 
Rhode Island. “lt appears from this ta- 
ble,”’ the bulletin says, ‘‘thut the per- 
centage averuges larger in the southern 
States than in the middie states and 
larger in the middle states, except in 
New York, than in the eastern states. 
A smaller percentage is shown in Geor- 
gia tnan for the other southern states. 
This is no doubt due to the restrictions 
upon the emplcyment which the manu- 
facturers of this state have been vol- 
untarily enforcing against themselves for 
the last two years. ‘The voluntary re- 
strictioa which has also existed in South, 
(‘aro.ing has not ween 
Georgi.i.”’ 

‘Or the children reported for 
and South Carolina 75 per cent had 
worked more than one yeur, and 50 per 
cent had worked more than two years. 
Of the children reported for Georgia 60 
per cent, and for Alabama 70 per cent, 
had worked mor. than one year, and 
about 35 per cent for Georgia and 23 
per e«nt for A.abama had worked more 
than two years. Of all the children re- 
ported tor the Carsiinas 60 per cent 
iad fad no acute sickness since begin- 
ning wo.k. These Included abuut 40 per 
ee-nt wao were in good health and about 
25 per cent who had fair health.

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Republican Troubles. 

The anti-convention contests of the 
democrats in most of the states have 
been held with, in some instances, 
pretty Myely. strife, but the indications 
all point toward party harmony. There 
is scarcely any possibility that the ac- 
tion of the St. Louis convention, what- 
ever it may be, will find any serious 
division in the party ranks. This is a 
harmony year for the democrats and 
they are going to make the most of it. 

The outlook from the republican 
standpoint is not so bright. It is true 
that the control of the administration 
of federal affairs is anitemof strength, 
but this is more than offset by the se- 
rious fractional differences which face 
the republican managers in several 
states they cannot afford to lose. 

In Washington there is a split very 
much like that in Wisconsin, though it 
has not yet reached the same acute 
stage. The creation of a state com- 
mission to regulate railroads is the is- 
sue upon which the two factions of 
Washington republicans seem likely to 
split. Unjust discriminations by the 
railroads, especially those handling 
grain shipments, which are so vital“ to 
the great region about Spokane, are 
charged. The railroads practically 
contro] the regular republican orgatri- 
zation, but the advocates of regulation 
and of the creation of a railroad com- 
mission are so numerous that if the 
democrats nominate for governor some 
man who represents this view, as it is 
expected they will, there is a strong 
possibility of their not only electing 
their governor, but reclaiming the elec- 
tora] vote of the state. 

In West Virginia the factional differ- 
ences are based upon personal aspira- 
tions of leaders rather than upon dis- 
tinct issues, but they are no less acute 
on that account; and the democrats un- 
doubtedly have a better chance to car- 
ry that state because of this factional 
division than they have had since 1892. 

The split in Wisconsin is so serious as 
to almost certainly put that state in 
the democratic column. The _ great 
fight before the republican national 
convention will be between the two 
factions in Wisconsin, one of them 
headed by Governor La Follette and 
the other by Senators Spooner and 
Quarles, Postmaster General Payne 
and Congressman. Babcock, who is 
chairman of the republican congres- 
sional committee. These men repre- 
sent the corporation element, while 
La Follette has made his fight upon an 
anti-corporation platform. It is almost 
certain that there will be two repubii- 
can tickets in the field, no matter 
whether the national convention de- 
clares the La Follette delegation regu- 
lar or whether its decision is with the 
Spooner crowd. 

It has been claimed 
tional republican ticket would not 
suffer. The republican leaders are 
now beginning to understand, how- 
ever, that the fight is so bitter the 
democrats have an excellent chance to 
carry the state. A staff correspondent 
of The Chicago Tribune, writing from 
Madison, explains in this way why the 
national ticket, as well as the state 
ticket, is imperilled: 

Under the law in this state, which 
is the same as that in Illinois. candidates 
for any office can have their names print- 
ed in only one place on the Official bal- 
lat. They may elect which party they 
wil}. officially affiliate with, provided 
they have been regutarlly nominated by 
more than one, bat having once chosen, 
they must be content to see their name 
in one colurgn, and undef q single em- 
blem gnly. No man can receive a joint 
nomination, either from a convention or 
by petition, so far ag the official ballet 
is concerned,

held her? in Madison, represertiis wraat 
are commonly caHed the Stalwarts and 
the Halfbreeds, although exactly ‘the 
Same men, can have their names printed 
only once on the official ballot. They 
must appear either under the La Fol- 
lette ticket or under the Cook ticket. 
Anyone who knows the difficulty of 
scratching an American ballot will read. 
ily understand that fully 50 per cent of 
the average yvoteres will cither forget to 
scratch their ticket properly so as to vote 
for the electors on the opposition re- 
publican ticket or else will bungle* the 
matter in such a way as to vitiate their 
ballots entirely. 

While the republican national con- 
vention will be able to decide as be- 
tween the two sets of contesting dele- 
gates, it cannot compel the withdrawal 
of any candidate.” From the present 
outlook there is very little chance for 
harmony. This same correspondent, 
describing the situation, says: “The 
amount of bad blood which has been 
engendered, the determination of a 
large section of the party to beat La 
Follette at all hazzards and the belief 
of the governor's warmest friends that 
he has been marked out for assassina- 
tion by the direct orders of the great 
corporations and railroads generally, 
renders the possibility of an agree- 
ment between the two factions re- 
mote. It seems to be a fight to the

In New York the surface indications 
are peaceful enough, but everybody 
knows that Governor Odell, who con- 
trols the state machinery, despises 
Theodore Roosevelt and that the feel- 
ing is heartily reciprocated.

A Cardinal Weakness. 

The criminal side of the malodorous 
Platt-Elias case has been settled by 
the New York courts, in their refusal 
to hold the alleged “octoroon” on the 
charge of blackmailing. The testi- 
mony of the aged millionaire was in 
such pitiful contrast to the vigorous 
statements made by his attorney in 
the original documents, that the judge 
could find no legal ground on which 
to detain the woman for trial. Even 
the prosecution admitted its inability 
and the assistant district attorney ex 
pressed his belief that the “parties to 
this nauseous scandal should be made 
to stew in their own grease’”—an ef- 
fectual, if somewhat inelegant, figure 
of speech. The civil suit for recovery 
of damages is yet to be tried, ar- 
though the “Scotch verdict” decision 
in the criminal proceedings will prob- 
ably eliminate the mass of negro sup- 
porters of the Elias woman as active 
factors. 

This latter phase is significant as 
indicating a tendency of the negro 
race as a whole which is lamentably 
frequent. As soon as the Platt attor- 
neys filed their bill of allegations, and 
it became evident that Hannah Elias 
would be compelled to face some very 
searching charges, a mass meeting 
composed of the most prominent as 
well as the humbler element of New 
York negroes was held. After tha 
delivery of several rather rabid 
speeches, a large fund was subscribed 
to be devoted to the defense of the 
defendant. 

It must be borne in mind that there 
Was not the slightest indication that 
outside help either of a moral or finan- 
cial nature was needed. The accused 
was assured of a fair trial in the 
state: she was in the possession of 
ample means to retain the best legal 
talent of the city. No inkling of in- 
timidation or of prejudice in or out-- 
of the court was in evidence. 
In her long and highly colored career 
with this fatuous old man, the woman 
had demonstrated most remarkably the 
ability gto care for her personal inter- 
ests. Yet the members of her own 
race in the city insisted upon making 


her case their own. 


This propensity to shield and sustain 
the criminals of his race is also large- 
ly characteristic of the southern ne- 
gro. 
viction of negro murderers, rapists, in- 
cendiaries, and so on down the crime 
catalogue to the pettiest offenses, 


frequently attended with the greatest | 


difficulty through the passive and ac- 
tive obstacles employed by their mis- 
guided friends. Forgetting the past 
and present friendship of the white 
people, overlooking the ‘fact that the 
is not ar 
act of malicious vengeance, but one 
of self-preserving justice, they har- 
bor outlaws or connive at their es- 
cape, thereby not only 
crime aganst organized society, but 
working the greatest possible injury to 
themselves and to their race. 

To a very great extent the clashes 
which are magnified into and some- 
times becomes “‘race wars” are directly 
traceable to this failure of the negroes 
themselves to differentiate between the 
good and the bad of their own race. At 
times it is found that even the lead- 
ers of the race rush to the protection 
of the criminals; and there are w 
stances without number where the 
non-criminal, though ignorant, masses 
permit themselves to be used as bur- 
fets between the criminals of this 
race and the officers of the law. 

So long as the negroes themselves 
persist in permitting the criminal 
classes among them to enjoy the pro- 
tection of and social equality with the 
better classes, just so long will the 
race as a whole suffer. The first duty 
of the leaders is to impress upon the 
masses the necessity for cooperating 
sincerely with the forces of the law in 
every effort to stamp out crime. 

These leaders owe their race no 
higher duty than that’ involved in 
teaching this lesson, the corner stone 
of which is that the good must first 
show that they respect themselves be- 
fore they can expect the white peopie 
to respect them

The Divorce Evil. 

The executive committee of the con- 
ference of churches upon marriage 
and divorcee. has issued the first of 
its proposed series of tracts, in which 
is presented some rather startling 
statistical information on this live 
public question. 

We have been accustomed to asso- 
ciate Chicago, or South Dakota, or 
Oklahoma with the divorce evil in its 
acutest form, but from the tract be- 
fore us it would appear that “there 
are others,” and in staid, Puritanical 
New England,too. The committee has 
gone to great pains to collect complete 
statistics in Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Rhode Island and Massachu- 
setts, and it is shown that in all but 
one of these states the proportion of 
divorces to marriages is greater than 
the average of the nation, which is 
about one in fifteen. 

Last year Maine had one divorce to 
every six marriages; Rhode Island one 
to eight; New Hampshire about the 
same: Vermont one to ten and Massa- 
chusetts one to sixteen 

From the foregoing it is easy to see 
why the church and upholders of pub- 
norality are undertaking a crusade 
make divorce more dif: 
ficult and matrimony more serious. 
The statistical showing made by 
Maine is decidedly scandalous. Think 
of one marriage out of every six being 
legally dissolved! Could there be 
other than an _ affirmative answer 
to the moot question, “Is mar- 
riage a failure?” in view of the Pine 
Tree State’s record? 

There are two sides to this great 
question, of course. The thing that 
the state must concern itself with is 
to see that no divorce is granted for 
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a cause that will not hold water and 
that the courts do not dispatch divorce 
business on the private pension system 
in vogue in congress. Every divorce 
case should be tried as thoroughly and 
as conscientiously as a murder case. 

From the tract issued by the united 
churches, we quote the following as 
showing the aim of the crusaders: 

The hope of curing the tendencies to 
facile divorce rests upon impressing and 
inculcating such an intense conviction of 
what marriage is that it will cease to be 
entered into unadvisedly. 


That is the idea. Easy divorce nat- 
urally means loose notions about the 
nature and responsibility of the mar- 
riage relation. Frequent divorces will 
result just as frequent homicides wil} 
result if the criminal laws are lightly 
or indifferenely executed. In either 
instance a healthy public sentiment 
must prevail. 

It is the duty of all good citizens 
to frown upon any tendency toward 
laxness in divorce law-making and ad- 
ministration.

STRONG FIGHT TO SAVE WOMAN 


New York, June 
forts are being made to prevent the 
hanging of Mrs. Anna Valentine at Hack- 
ensack, N. J., next Wednesday, for the 
murder of Rosina Salza. The board 
of pardons has already refused to in- 
terfere, and before starting for Chicago 
Saturday to attend the republican na- 
tional convention, Governor Murphy 
signed the death warrant. 

Only two women have been executed 
in the history of New Jersey, and much 
opposition to the hanging has developed 
on that account. Considerable sympathy 
has also been aroused for the woman 
because of the circumstances surround- 
ing her crime. Efferts are now being 
made by her counsel to secure a reprieve 
from Acting Governor Wakelee so that 
the case may again be placed before the

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eral John C. Hart, which will be 

transmitted to the legislature 
through Governor Terrell, is just from 
the press and ready for distribution. The 
report covers only the last seven months 
of last year on account of the fact that 
he made his last report up to June I, 
1903. 

Attorney General Hart's report deals in 
the first place with the Ducktown cop- 
per mine trouble, in which it became 
necessary for the state to proceed against 
the copper mines at Ducktown, Tenn., to 
prevent the complete destruction of vege- 
tation in the northern counties of the 
state. The outcome of this litigation ‘s 
well known, the state having secured the 
promise of the mining companies _ to 
cease roasting the sulphur and copper 
ore in the open air. The new process 
will do away with the poisonous gases 
which were so destructive to the vege- 
tation. 

With regard to the school land cases 
in which the state sought to recover 
title to certain lands. in the southern 
part of the state which was set apart 
by the legislature of {818 for school 
purposes, Judge Hart reports: 

“T had hoped by this time to have been 
able to report that all eases in which 
the state had brought suit for the re- 
covery of lots of land Nos. 10 and 100, 
in each surveyor's trict reserved by 
the state, and set apart for the educa- 
tion of poor children, evidenced by the 
act of 1818, page 305, would have been 
satisfactorily adjusted. There are, how- 
ever, a number of cases still pending, 
most of them resting undet submission 
in conformity with an act passed by 
the legislature at its last session, viz.: 
the act approved August 17, 1903, page 
86, acts of 1903. This act was passed 
in view of the suggestion made in my 
first annual report, calling attention to 
the fact that legislation was needed by 
which claimants might set up equitable 
rights not allowable by strict legal plead- 
ing. Prior to this recommendation the 
litigation instituted had developed that 
a number of persons in possession of 
these lands had in good faith purchased 
and erected valuable improvements there- 
on, yet, they did not, in point of fact, 
have a good title against the state. A 
number of litigants took advantage of 
this last act providing for submission to 
arbitration, and the arbitrators have 
heard the evidence and argument of coun- 
sel, though have not vet rendered their 
award. Your excellency appointed Hon. 
(". V. Whipple, of Cordele, as arbitrator 
in behalf of the state. In the Coffee 
county cases defendants named Hon. W. 
M. Toomer, of Waycross, and these two 
named as a third arbitrator, Hon. W. 
H. Griffin, of Valdosta.’’ 

During the year several of these school 
land cases were compromised and money 
paid in to the state to the extent of 
$1,181.25. 


One of the most interesting features of 
Judge Hart’s report relates to the fran- 
chise tax. On this subject he says: 


y HE annual report of Attorney Gen- 


“As stated in my last report, I was of 
the opinion that the act passed by the 
legislature, approved on the 1!I7th of De- 
cember, 1902, known as the franchise tax 
act, was constitutional. The act was 
successfully put in operation and a return 
of @ranchises approximating in value 
$13,000,000 was levied and collected last 
year. 1 have represented the state in 
a number of cases of appeal to the board 
of arbitration from the assessments of 
the comptroller general. In this way 
I have grown quite familiar with the 
law and its practical enforcement, and as 
a result I deem it appropriate to make 
the suggestion tnat the legislature should 
provide a system, having for its object 
uniformity in the assessment of fran- 
chise valuations. The present method

Lower Cab’es and Favorable Weather 
Were the Influences. 


BEARISH REPORT EXPECTED 


New York Closed 28 to 51 Points

New York, Sune 13.—The cotton mar- 
ket onened weak at a deciine of 16 to 24 
points in response to lower English cables 
and the generally favorable average of 
weather news over Sunday. The declines 
attracted and continuation of the cover- 
ing noted toward the close of last week, 
however, and after a further loss of 2 
or 3 points on the active months, the list 
rallied violent®y, recovering most of the 
.arly loss. But demand slackened at the 
advance. It looked as though most of the 
weaker short interests had covered and 
with private crop advices continuing fa- 
vorable the market soon lost its firmness 
und began to,work downward under liqui- 
dation, New Orleans selling, the continued 
weakness of Liverpool, where prices did 
nut respond to the local] rally, and talk 
of renewed bear pressure from Wall 
street sources. As the list declined there 
came a somewhat active demand. Fre- 
quent short periods during which there. 
would be a slight reaction as a result of 
room covering, but in a general way 
prices ruled easy right up to the close 
which was within a point or two of the 
bottom, but a steady decline of 28@51 
peints, August leading the decline.
